This 1-story, side-gable, center-entry, 3 x 4-bay, rectangular, cottage is 
representative of the early twentieth-century cottages built to accommodate 
the growing numbers of seasonal visitors to Eastham. A porch with enclosed 
rail and modern casement windows shelters the facade. Detail is limited to 
end boards, projecting eaves, but no exposed rafters and plain casings on door 
and window openings. Fenestration consists of small 6/1, double-hung sash. 
The main entry is a modern wooden cottage doors with 9 lights. The secondary 
entry on the north elevation has a similar door. The dwelling is set on 
wooden pilings, some of which appear to be tree trunks while others have been 
replaced with concrete blocks. 

A simple, early, twentieth-century, free-standing garage is located northeast 
of the" cottage. It has vertical siding and double-leafed, wooden doors. 
A gable-roofed well cover is located to northwest of the cottage.

No research, data or house file exists for this property at the Eastham 
Historical Society Archives. The construction date of 1936 assigned to the 
property is taken from a list of historic properties devised by the Eastham 
Historical Society with dates provided from assessors' records. Based on 
appearance, the date appears reasonable for this simple, vernacular, seasonal, 
cottage, typical of the type built in other vacation areas in the early 
twentieth century. Since the only directory for the Town of Eastham dates to 
1901, no identification of the original or subsequent owners was possible 
using readily-available, local records. Deed research will be necessary to 
obtain more information on the property.
